MISHAP TO A BALLOONIST,

Nearly all the valley residents in 
the vicinity of Chester, suffered more or 
less by the damage to the farmes and gar- 
dens. Fay & Sons furniture warehouse is 
badly flooded, and the building undermin- 
ed and turned partly around, High water 
continued at Chester for about an hour, 
and had it continued longer the damage 
would have been much more severe. Later 
despatches from the flooded district says 
two reservoirs each covering about 100 
acres are gone, ‘Lhe Town of Chester suf- 
ers heavily in the loss of bridges, and dam!

Press your hand 
on the lemon, and roll it back and forth 
briskly on the table to make it squeeze more 
easily ; then press tho juice into a bowl or 
tumbler—never into atin; strain out alljthe 
seeds, as they give a bad taste. Remove all 
the pulp from the peels, and boil in water—a 
pint for a dozen pulps—to extract the acid. 
A few minutes’ boiling is enough ; then strain 
the water with the juice of the lemons ; put a 
pound of whito sugar toapint of the juice;

InpIAN Revics.—A fow weeks since, 
there was unearthed on the farm of Mr, 
James Levesconto, of Seymour, and within 
a short distance vf this village, some Indian 
remains, which will be of considerable 
value to an antiquarian. ‘Tho articles wore 
discovered by Mr. Wm. Smith, while 
ploughing, and consist of two large stone 
knives, sharpened, which were used for 
the purpose of skinning animals ; a toma: 
hawk, also of stone, and sharpened at the 
face, the same as an axe, or any cutting ins 
strument ; tho head of an arrow, which is 
composed of quartz, hard as flint, and 
pointed, Alsv, some very fair specimens 
of pottery work, which even would not be 
out of place at the presont time, The 
knives and tomahawk have an indentation 
made at the head, in order to admit of the 
proper adjustment of the handle, which 
was securely fastoned by means of the 
sinews of the animals which they captur- 
ed, Tho Trentriver makes a complete 
curve at the place where the above was 
discovered, and it is supposed that previous 
to tho settlement of this part of the coun- 
try, the Indians made this a resort for 
their camping ground. It is stated that 
several other remains are frequently being 
discovered on the same grounds,—Camp:

The Beecher Scandal. 

Naw Youn, July 20,—Tho morning pav 
pers contain nothing new aa to the Beechor 
scandal, the testimony before the Tavesti+ 
gating Committeo having for once been 
kopt socret, Tho Leyald says Oliver John- 
son was before the Committee, and gave 
them a satisfactory explanation of the let« 
ter writton by him to Tilton June 4th, 
1873, Ho also related an interview he had 
with Tilton in 1870, in which ‘Tilton, for 
the first time, told him his grievanco against 
Mr, Beecher, which was that Mr. Beecher 
Jind alienated the love of his family from 
him, and injured him in his business relay 
tions, but that thero was not the slightest 
allusion at that time to any charge of aduli 
tory against Mr, Beechor, Victoria Wood: 
hull’s arrival nnd entrance into the arena, 
as a champion of Tilton, is regarded on all 
sides as calculated to seriously damage his 
caso, 

The Tribune furnishes the eross:examint 
ation of Tilton before the Beecher investi- 
gating Committee, Tt is prefacud by the 
following letter from Mr, Sage :
